FSMTE called the meeting so residents could voice 
their thoughts on plans to develop the area known locally 
as the Vintage Quarter - a hub of indoor markets and 
artists’ studios.

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The outline planning application is to build 66 houses, 
four maisonettes and 35 flats, new commercial floor 
space and provision for the ‘Trick Factory’ on the estate. 

Owners of St Michael’s Trading Estate, Hayward and 
Co, have lodged the planning application. But cam¬ 
paigners fear re-development will jeopardise more than 
200 jobs based on the estate - including 35 traders. 

A FSMTE spokesman said: “The estate is Bridport’s 
golden goose and to build houses on it would be to kill 
that golden goose.

“We are angry, astonished, in disbelief and outraged at 
the plans. I’d say that 90 per cent of residents believe this 
area is a prime asset for the town and the idea of putting 
a housing estate on here is ridiculous. 

“People love what is happening here, it’s unique and so 
special for Bridport and to get rid of it is complete stu¬ 
pidity.” 

He added: “We are extremely keen for the community 
and anybody who cares to register their objection to the 
council to come along and speak at tonight’s meeting.” 

Business leaders and district councillors have joined 
the campaign urging West Dorset District Council and 
town council planners not to sanction the development.

BRIDPORT AND WEST BAY'S OWN FREE COMMUNITY NEWSPAPER 
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POSTMAN by day and comedian by night, Tom 
Glover, has just started his second year in stand 
up comedy. 

The former View from Bridport reporter joined 
the Royal Mail in December in a bid to find a day 
job that fitted in around his comedy exploits. Gig¬ 
ging since 2010, Tom has appeared at venues 
from Manchester to Brighton and closer to home 
is the resident compere of the Bridport Arts Cen¬ 
tre's Comedy Cafe. 

Tom, 24, has also recently launched his own 
business The Comedy Circus, running one-off 
comedy nights in venues across the west country. 

Last week Tom appeared on BBC One's Winter 
Wipeout, crashing out in the first round. 

The next BAC Comedy Cafe is this Friday, Janu¬ 
ary 27th at 8pm. 


■ DID you enjoy your TV debut on Winter Wipeout? 

It wasn't too cringeworthy, they could have made me 
look a lot worse. I was gutted to miss out on the second 
round by seven seconds though, and also I couldn't be¬ 
lieve they didn’t show me pole dancing with Amanda 
Byram (pictured right) acting as a makeshift pole, I think 
that would have made a few guys jealous. 

■ HOW did you end up getting into stand up com¬ 
edy? 

I’d always wanted to do it but never had the confidence. 
The problem is, unlike most art forms, the only way to 
do it is in front of an audience and there is only so much 
you can do to prepare. I did a few local am dram shows 
to get some stage confidence, booked a gig and then 
started writing material and practising it in front of the 
mirror at home. 

■ WHAT was that first gig like? 

Terrifying. I was on last in the line-up so spent two hours 
listening to the crowd getting more and more nervous. 
The actual performance was a bit of a blur but I got some 
laughs and it was enough for me to want to try it again. 
It was only a five minute set, which seems like nothing 
now, but at the time it seemed like forever. 

■ HOW did your job at the View from Bridport help 
you with your act? 

It really helped my writing skills. Writing news stories 
is similar to writing jokes, you want to get to the point 
in as few words as possible. Some of my experiences 
also appear in my act from time to time as well. 

■ WHAT kind of gigs have you been involved in and 
where have you been performing? 



Every gig is different but more often than not I’ll be on 
in the middle sandwiched between the pros. I’ve gigged 
to two or three hundred in theatres but also to eight other 
comedians in a leisure centre function room. 

■ WHAT have been your best and worst moments 
on the stand up circuit? 

I used to be really worried about being heckled but actu¬ 
ally it’s much worse when people just aren’t paying at¬ 
tention. That happens from time to time, and it’s horrible, 
but there is not a lot you can do about it. My best moment 
was performing to a crowd of 200 in Sturminster Newton. 
I did a set full of material about the westcountry and they 
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loved it. Afterwards people were coming up to me, shak¬ 
ing my hand and telling me how much they enjoyed it. 
Those gigs are great because you are buzzing for hours 
afterwards. 

■ WHEN is the next BAC comedy cafe and what is it 
all about? 

I set up the Comedy Cafe to give new acts a place to come 
and perform. For amateur stand up there is nowhere to 
perform between Exeter and Bournemouth so there was 
a gap in the market. Each month we have five new acts 
and a professional headliner. Entry is only £5 so it’s good 
value for money and you get to see some great new talent. 
Our next show is on January 27th and my favourite head¬ 
liner on the circuit, Wes Packer, will be performing. 

■ WHAT advice would you give to anyone who 
would like to have a go at stand up? 

Just book an open spot and then worry about it after¬ 
wards. Once you’re on stage just be confident and make 
sure you know what you're going to say, have material 
prepared. At the end of the day it’s only five minutes of 
your life and whatever happens you probably won’t die, 
not literally anyway. 

■ WHICH three famous people would you like to 
have round for dinner? 

I would have Morrissey, the lead singer of The Smiths. 
He is the greatest songwriter of all time and such an in¬ 
triguing character. The other two people I’d have are 
Frank Skinner and Russell Brand, they’re my two 
favourite comedians and were both an inspiration to me 
to start comedy.

New owners for AmSafe 


A BRIDPORT business has been 
sold in a multi-million pound cash 
deal. 

The Bridport arm of AmSafe 
Global Holdings Inc, which operate 
from the former Bridport Gundry 
site in the town centre, has been sold 
for the third time since 2003 in a 
deal worth a reported US$750 mil¬ 
lion. 

Amsafe’s Bridport based operation 
was sold to aviation company Trans- 
digm Group Inc. 

Ian Kentfield, managing director 
of AmSafe Bridport, said it was too 
early to know exactly what changes 
would occur because of the sale. 

He said: “It’s early days at this 
point but they are an aviation com¬ 
pany that has a number of other 
businesses and they tend to keep 
businesses for the long term. We are 
very optimistic for the future. 


“We are not expecting massive 
problems and see this as another 
positive step in the future of AmSafe 
Bridport. 

“We have been through two sets of 
sales in the last eight years and each 
time it has been a positive develop¬ 
ment for the company.” 

AmSafe employs around 150 peo¬ 


ple in Bridport and is the world’s 
leading designer and manufacturer 
of cargo restraint products for both 
aerospace and military use. 

The company’s products are on 
virtually all of the world’s airlines 
with the Bridport arm supplying 
aeroplane firms Boeing and 
Airbus.

Mike Harvey, president of Bridport Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, said the main thing was to continue expanding St 
Michael’s, which would be impossible if they built 
houses there. 

He said: “You cannot continue to grow jobs by dotting 
employment areas in small patches around the town. It’s 
better to keep them in one place.” 

Laura Fryer and Andrew Locke were in Bridport for 
the first time specifically to visit the Vintage Quarter to 
buy furniture for their home in Winchester. Architect Ms 
Fryer viewed the plans when campaigners set up a stand 
in Bridport town centre on Saturday, January 21st. 


The 28-year-old said: “Having only seen the plans on 
show today it seems the scheme doesn’t integrate with 
the local surroundings. It would be sad to see the area 
go.” 

A spokesman from Hayward and Co were unavailable 
for comment. 

A town council spokesman said it would be considering 
the plans for the site at its next Plans Committee on Feb¬ 
ruary 6th. 

The application is currently undetermined and com¬ 
ments are invited by West Dorset District Council by 
February 3rd.

TONIGHT'S meeting is due to hear an Industrial and Provident Society (IPS) is drawing up a blueprint to buy St 
Michael's Trading Estate. The IPS - named Enterprise St Michael's (ESM) - is a non-profit making organisation 
consisting of councillors including Ros Kayes, Bridport Chamber of Commerce, residents and Friends of St 
Michael Trading Estate members. 

ESM members want to create affordable units for start up businesses and develop skills and learning appren¬ 
ticeships for young people on the industrial estate. 

Town and district Councillor Ros Kayes, who will not sit in on planning meetings while the application is being 
processed, said it was important to keep the estate as employment land. 

She said: "I feel it's so important that we begin to organise a body that could start to invest in the area. We 
want that area to be developed for local businesses as employment land and we don't support the building of 
houses there. It's very difficult to get employment land in West Dorset and we want St Michael's to stay as it is. 

"We need employment land and that estate is full, there's plenty of people who need those units so we want 
to work toward regenerating the estate without building houses." 

An ESM spokesman said they wanted to buy the estate for the community and develop the site. 

He said:"We have several key aims, one of which is to keep it as an industrial estate so we can keep employment 
here, which is very, very important.The society is about maintaining all the things that are important in keeping 
Bridport vibrant."

HUNDREDS of people flocked to see Bridport's new 
lookTourist Information Centre (TIC) when it opened 
last week. 

Around 500 people visited the TIC to view the ser¬ 
vice's new office within the Town Hall during its 
opening day on Wednesday, January 19th. 

The TIC is the first part of the historic Grade One 
building to be opened to the public since its £1.4 
million renovation. The rest of the building is set to 
open next month. 

The move to the ground floor of the Town Hall cost 
West Dorset District Council (WDDC) around 
£13,000. 

It is now set to save WDDC - which runs the service 
-£10,000 from the TIC's annual £118,000 bill. The cost 
saving move was first muted in October 2010. 

The move has meant the TIC will no longer sell 
books, maps or souvenirs but a community exhibi¬ 
tion space has been created within the TIC office. 

Gillian Summers, chairman of WDDC, said she was 
pleased it had opened. 

She said: "After the first year we will start reaping 
the benefits but before that we also get the oppor¬ 
tunity to display local work by local artists and be in 
a central position to public events within the town, 
and also meetings can be held in the space."

THOUSANDS of people in Dorset 
care for someone who couldn’t man¬ 
age without their help, but often they 
don’t know what information and 
support is available to them. 

For instance, talking to someone 
else in a similar position to their own 
- who understands what pressures 
may be involved - can be one of the 
most useful things they can do. 

That’s why NHS Dorset is asking 
voluntary groups in the county that 
support carers in any way to come 
forward to be included in a new in¬ 
formation booklet to be published in 
the near future. 

Fenella Barnes, Carers Develop¬ 
ment Manager at NHS Dorset, said: 
“We know there are many groups 
providing an invaluable source of 
friendship, experience and informa¬ 
tion, which can be particularly im¬ 
portant to people who may be new to 
caring. 

“But we may not know of all of the 
groups and want to make sure we in¬ 
clude as many as possible. 

“Looking after someone who is de¬ 
pendent on you can be very reward¬ 
ing, but it can also be challenging, 
frustrating and tiring. 

“Talking to other people who know 
what it is like and realising you are 
not alone can be very comforting. 

Very often the groups also provide 
social activities as well, which can 
be relaxing and refreshing. 

“One of the reasons people may 
not seek help is that they don’t see

“But it doesn’t really matter 
whether you regard yourself as a 
carer or not, getting a little bit of sup¬ 
port for yourself will help you cope 
better for longer,” said Fenella.

Credit Union chairman's 
warning on payday loans 


THE Chairman of Bridport’s Credit 
Union has called on people to avoid 
‘payday loans’ at all cost and to con¬ 
sider using their services instead. 

Peter Brownlow said that companies 
such as Wonga.com and Moneysuper- 
market can potentially land economi¬ 
cally vulnerable people with extremely 
high interest rates resulting in debts that 
are difficult to pay off. 

The volunteer-run CU, however, can 
offer interest of just two per cent on a 
reducing loan, or one per cent if the ap¬ 
plicant has had a savings account with 
them for at least four months. 

And as anyone taking out a loan is ef¬ 
fectively borrowing from other mem¬ 
bers who have savings with the CU, 
thorough checks are carried out to en¬ 
sure the debt can be paid off. 

The CU is regulated by the Financial 
Services Authority, and as such all de¬ 
posits are protected by the government 
to the same level as regular high street 
banks. 

But unlike any other bank it aims to

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cater for people who would otherwise 
not have access to a bank account or 
who might otherwise be drawn into un¬ 
manageable debt situations. 

“A typical loan would be around £500 
to cover such day-to-day things as a 
broken washing machine,” Mr Brown- 
low said, with money only being lent to 
applicants who have solid prospects of 
paying the debt off, resulting in respon¬ 
sible, manageable borrowing credit. 

“We also run a Christmas Club which 
encourages people to put a little aside 
each month so that the cost of Christ¬ 
mas doesn’t come as such a shock.” 

Advice and information on saving 
with the CU or applying for a loan can 
be found at the Citizen’s Advice Bureau 
on South Street on Wednesdays from 
lOam-noon, and at St Mary’s Church, 
South Street, on Saturdays 9:30am- 
11:30am.

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Town council set to approve tax increase 


RESIDENTS face a hike in council 
tax charges. 

Bridport householders could 
see a rise in their bills as the town 
council aims to generate a further 
£45,150 in its budget. 

The increase in the 2012/13 pre¬ 
cept will generate £445,517 for 
the tax year - an extra £47,323 
compared to the previous finan¬ 
cial year - according to a budget 
report to town councillors. 

The increase would see home- 
owners having to fork out an 
extra £13.47 per year or 26 pence 
a week to help Bridport Town 
Council balance its projected 
budget. 

A rise in precept would help to 
pay for the day-to-day services 
and the addition of special proj¬ 
ects identified through the town 
plan process, said town clerk Bob 
Gillis. 

Members of the town council's 
finance and general purposes 
committee voted in favour of the 
increase during their meeting on 
January 18th.The full town coun¬ 
cil will now decide whether to 
push ahead with the potential in¬ 
crease on January 31 st. 

Councillor Julian May said he 
believed a lot of people would 
not want to pay any more council 
tax. 

He said: "The council tax is not 
too shabby around here for a lot 
of people. A lot of people out 
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there don't want to pay for coun¬ 
cil tax; they might not be getting 
much benefit in some services 
themselves." 

Councillor David Rickard said: 
"I've never liked council tax and 
can give a lot of reasons why it's 
too high but it's not because of 
the parish council precept. 

"So I think whatever decision we 
take I think the people need to be 
informed of the value they get 
from this budget." 

Last week's meeting also heard 
how the council's reserves were 
around half of the average 
£600,000 due to the renovation of 
the town hall. 

Councillor Sandra Brown said:"I 
think what we are fearful of is not 
this year, we are looking at next 
year and the year after because 
I'm sure we will take on things 
from the district and county 
councils we don't want to see go, 
and if we have used the reserve 
than we will have to put up coun¬ 
cil tax by quite a large amount. 

"So, yes, the public will scream 
about a rise in council tax but I 
think they won't scream to much 
about 26 pence." 

Councillor Geoffrey Ackerman 
said: "I think it's a balanced 
budget and a very good one and 


I don't think 26 pence will hurt 
anyone." 

The extra revenue will go, sub¬ 


ject to approval of the town coun¬ 
cil, toward a number of projects 
including: £5,000 for a cycle/foot¬ 


path to connect Asker Meadows 
to New Zealand site; £5,000 addi¬ 
tional funding for heritage street 


lighting in the town centre and 
£6,000 to support organisation of 
events for Spirit of Bridport.

'Queen of Shops' 
gets Bridport invite 


RETAIL guru Mary Portas has 
been invited to experience Brid¬ 
port’s thriving economy. 

The self-styled Queen of Shops 
has been asked to visit the town to 
witness first hand why the town is 
bucking the national trend for shop 
closures. 

It is hoped Channel Four’s retail 
expert will be inspired to use Brid¬ 
port as an example of how towns 
can flourish in tough economic cli¬ 
mates. 

One suggestion is she visits on 
‘National Market Day’, an initia¬ 
tive she suggested to the govern¬ 
ment in her report on the country’s 
high streets. 

She will also be invited to open 
the day’s trading at the town’s his¬ 
toric street market. 

A consortium of the town’s lead¬ 
ing organisations was inspired to 
pen the invite after a Government 
retail report highlighted Bridport 
as having the fifth lowest number 
of shop vacancies in the UK. 

Led by the Spirit of Bridport, the 
consortium also includes its own 
Business Forum, Bridport Town 
Council, Bridport Markets and 
Bridport Chamber of Commerce. 

The group are now awaiting a 
reply to the letter, which was sent 
on Monday, January 23rd. 
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Town councillor Ros Kayes, co¬ 
chair and founder of Spirit of Brid¬ 
port, said: “The aim is to get her to 
open the market in late spring or 
during the festival and to come and 
look at the brilliant things the town 
is doing to keep the economy 
buoyant. 

“It will help showcase Bridport 
and also she can use Bridport as an 
example of what needs to happen 
to rejuvenate towns. We had a sur¬ 
vey done and it showed Bridport is 
listed as the fifth town in the coun¬ 
try for the lowest number of shop 
vacancies.” 

The letter to Mrs Portas said: 
“After reading your High Street 
Report we thought you might want 
to visit a thriving example of a 
British market town. We therefore 
wish to invite you to Bridport ei¬ 
ther this Easter or over the summer 
months. 

“Today Bridport is a thriving, 
bustling town, especially when the 
market is in full operation from 
8am until late afternoon, Wednes¬ 
day and Saturdays.” 

The letter also highlighted the 
“special” vintage and artists quar¬ 


ter that has flourished in recent 
years - but which is now under 
threat from developers. 

Bridport's twice-weekly street 
market has a long and established 
history going back to the Royal 
Charter granted by King Henry II 
in 1253. 

It is now run by the town council 
who have built on its success in re¬ 
cent years by ensuring a viable and 
sustainable market with a strong 
emphasis on local produce and 
traders. 

Bob Gillis, Bridport town clerk, 
said: “The town council is very 
proud of the market and we would 
welcome Mary Portas to the town 
so she can see how and why it is so 
successful. 

“Its success is compounded by 
the fact the market brings in so 
many people each week which 
continues to help support the 
town’s high street shops and vari¬ 
ous other businesses.” 

The letter also explained The 
Spirit of Bridport Festival of Cul¬ 
ture (Augustllth-27th). 

The two-week event is set to 
showcase unique performances, art 
and fringe events. 

A letter of support has also been 
sent to Mary Portas from Oliver 
Letwin MP.

BRIDPORT could soon have two 
mayors. Plans to create a young 
mayoral role by the summer have 
been backed by town councillors. 

The young mayor would work 
alongside the town mayor and 
voice the concerns of the town’s 
youth while representing them at 
full council meetings. 

Plans to create the role are un¬ 
derway and will rely on the suc¬ 
cessful forming of a youth 
council. 

Bridport Youth Club has re¬ 
ceived a £500 grant from Dorset 
County Council (DCC) to support 
the development of the youth 
council. 

A working party of councillors 
will be formed to discuss plans on 
helping to create the youth coun¬ 
cil, town councillors decided dur¬ 
ing last week’s finance and 
general purposes committee 

Councillor Lauren Glover told 
members of the committee that 
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young people wanted a youth 
council. 

The 22-year-old, who is a mem¬ 
ber of Bridport Youth Service’s, 
said: “Young people are definitely 
interested in having a youth coun¬ 
cil. We have got a group of people 
wanting to do it. They really feel 
that they want a voice in the town. 

“We’ve £500 to use as a grant to 
set us off and then we could move 
on to having a young mayor.” 

The young mayor would repre¬ 
sent the town’s 11 to 18-years-old 
population by putting forward 
ideas when the full council is mak¬ 
ing decisions directly affecting 
them. 

Education consultant David 
Powell gave a presentation about 
forming a youth council during 
the meeting. 


■ A YOUNG mayor is a person who is elected by other young people 
to represent them on their local council. The first young mayor was 
in Middlesbrough in 2002. 

Since it was first introduced more than 10 democratically-elected 
young mayor posts have been created in England. 

A number of young mayors have a delegated budget which they 
can spend on actions that are of particular interest to young people 
or use to address issues that concern the community. 

The aims of a young mayor include encouraging more young peo¬ 
ple to become familiar with voting and the democratic process, as 
well as giving young people a greater voice. 
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The former head teacher said af¬ 
terwards: “The idea is that we 
begin the process of bringing to¬ 
gether a group of young people in 
Bridport. 

“We want to bring them together 
to get them thinking about how 
they would like to support the town 
council and ensure the youth voice 
and opinion of Bridport is strongly 
represented when the town council 
is making decisions that affect 
young people.” 

Town mayor, Councillor David 
Rickard, said the forming of a 
council and a young mayor would 
be brilliant for the town during the 
meeting. 

He said: “I’m very interested in 
this. I saw a programme about 
young mayors and thought it would 
brilliant for us. I thought it would 
be brilliant if we could generate 
that. 

“We as a council need to sit 
around a table and offer a youth 
council access to mechanisms to 
allow them to do things. 

“I suggest we set up a working 
party to see what we as a town 
council can do to help set up a 
young mayor.” 

A youth council would further in¬ 
crease the voice of young people 
after a Bridport Schools Council - 
made up of eight schools in the 
area - was launched last November. 

James Ward-Rice, Area Youth 
Worker for Dorset County Council, 
said: “Bridport has a good history 
of listening to its young people and 
involving them in decision making. 

“We are delighted to be able to 
strengthen this now through the al¬ 
location of additional resources.”

Sounds of bells to return to Chideock 


THE residents of Chideock can look forward 
to the sound of bells ringing across their vil¬ 
lage once more. 

The campaign to raise the £70,000 needed 
to repair the bells of St Giles Church has been 
a resounding success. 

After a year of intense fundraising, restora¬ 
tion committee chairman Adrian Humphries 
announced that the target had been reached 
and that restoration work was in full swing. 

Mr Humphries thanked the many contribu¬ 
tors, from local pubs The Clock House Inn and 
The George, to the Chideock Players and 
Chideock Cider Makers. 

"It had to be something that the whole vil¬ 
lage embraced," he said. 

"The village has been divided in the past 
about things such as the bypass, but this 
restoration project really has brought the 
whole community together... it was an unex¬ 
pected bonus." 

He also praised St Giles'church warden Val 
Cowell -"the lynchpin of the project"-and of¬ 
fered her a huge thank you. 

Archivist Sarah Silcox then presented pic¬ 
tures and footage of the bells being taken 
down from the tower, and will present the 
DVD to the Bridport Museum for posterity. 

Centuries old artefacts from the tower were 
also auctioned off by master auctioneer Jim 
Rowe. 

St Giles Church initially fitted just one bell 
back in 1603, with an additional four being 
added over the centuries, and the villagers 
are continuing the tradition with the commis¬ 
sion of a brand new bell for 2012, bringing 
the total up to six. 

The previous bell was fitted for Queen Vic¬ 
toria's Golden Jubilee, so will the new bell be 
ready to sound in this year's jubilee of our 
own monarch? 

Unfortunately not.The bells are being refur¬ 
bished by bellfounders John Taylor's of 
Loughborough and will not be ready until 
later in the summer. 

The additional bell will mean an extra six

hundred permutations will be available to 
bell captain Dave Symonds and his team of 
bell ringers, meaning a host of new tunes to 
learn.

There is no time for complacency CONSISTENCY 


I WOULD like to correct a number of recent misconceptions and ask 
readers please to not be lulled at this key stage into a false sense of 
security over the hospital issue. 

Having had conversations with several health managers I have 
drawn the following conclusions: 

Radiology and Outpatients seem likely now to be retained in some 
form (and clearly as a result of the community led campaign which 
has shown the extent and strength of public feeling) but the PCT do 
aim to reduce the service. Until we see the proposals due to be pub¬ 
lished in late January we cannot possibly say whether this will be ac¬ 
ceptable or not. 

Day Surgery is however still under threat of withdrawal. This is de¬ 
spite a report by the Nuffield Trust last week which recommends ex¬ 
tending Day Surgery in community hospitals as a way of providing 
better service at lower cost. 

Is all this merely the result of poor communications? No! I only wish 
the world were that simple. 

It is the result of beleaguered managers facing a lack of increase in 
funding balanced with (1) the increasing treatment costs of an age¬ 
ing population (2) a requirement to meet that need differently (in 
this case by providing treatment in the community not in acute hos¬ 
pitals) and the re-routeing of funding that this requires. 

Managers are in an impossible position: they have a duty to provide 
services as close to the point of need (i.e. Bridport) as possible and a 
duty to consult with us to find out what we want and to provide it in 
the way we want. 

If a consultation asks you to provide services you can't afford to pro¬ 
vide then it is tempting to fail to consult. 

This whole problem is not therefore about communication, but 
about consultation and then about negotiation. 

That is why this campaign is so important. 

The next few months are key to the process. The Community Health 
Campaign needs you to: attend the public meeting on the 25th; keep 


filling in the survey which gives us an evidence base to challenge de¬ 
cisions made; and respond to the consultation when it goes live at 
the end of January. 

After the consultation is finished, the negotiations about how the 
available money can be used to get the best outcome for Bridport 
will begin. 

I agree that this campaign is very time consuming. But ensuring 
that our NHS continues to provide the services we need in Bridport 
is a time commitment I cannot regret.

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A BRIDPORT man has managed to get 
a pineapple plant to bear fruit - after 
25 years of trying, writes CHRIS 
DENNE. 

Peter Pinker, a semi-retired window 
cleaner, persevered in spite of suffer¬ 
ing many a horticultural setback over 
the quarter-century. 

"All the other ones I've grown I've 
over-watered and they rotted, or I've 
left them outside and a cold spell 
killed them off. But I'm pleased to say 
that after 25 years of trying I've finally 
got one to bear fruit," he said. 

He decided to give it a go back in the 
Eighties when he read about pineap¬ 
ples in a gardening magazine. 

In spite of the 15 or so failed at¬ 
tempts, his'never say die' spirit has fi¬ 
nally been rewarded with a fruit 
currently the size of a small 
aubergine. 

He grew the plant by cutting the top 
off a supermarket pineapple and sim¬ 
ply planting it in a pot in his conserva¬ 
tory. Tending the plant required just a 
little water and some tomato fertilizer 
once a month. But getting it to fruit 
proved trickier until his wife, Jan, in¬ 
tervened. 

"She kept getting stabbed by the 
sharp leaves and told me that either it 
went or she did," he joked. 

"So I cut back the leaves and shortly 
afterwards the fruit came." 

Mr Pinker, pictured left , who has also 
grown sweet peppers, cucumbers, 
and tomatoes in his conservatory, has 
no intention of eating his prize speci¬ 
men just yet. 

"I'll wait and see how big it grows 
and then I'll eat it" he said. 

But he acknowledged that Mrs 
Pinker might be looking forward to 
the day it's gone. 

"She says I think more of my pineap¬ 
ple than I do her," he laughed.

There are also 
plenty of things you can do on 
the day itself to maintain that 
centre-of-attention look. 

A six-month countdown is 
recommended to make sure 
you look as radiant and healthy 
as possible on your wedding 
day, but brides who only have a 
few weeks to prepare can still 
see some stunning results. 

Eating a balanced diet and 
exercising regularly are an es¬ 
sential part of the preparation. 

Exercise will give your circula¬ 
tion a major boost and flush 
away the toxins that cause 
blemishes in the skin. Aim for 
30 minutes of gentle exercise 
per day. 

Eating plenty of fresh fruit 
and vegetables, drinking 
around eight glasses of water a 
day, reducing your alcohol con¬ 
sumption and cutting out 
smoking will help prevent your 
skin from looking dowdy and 
dull. Try to make sure you get a 
good night's sleep of about 
eight hours in the weeks or 
days before the wedding. 

However, there's more to 
looking good on the day than 
just being healthy. 

"It's important to cleanse, 
tone and moisturise every day 
to get rid of any impurities," 
says Joanne Leah, a beauty 
therapist of six years who's also 
a member of the British Associ¬ 
ation of Beauty Therapy and 
Cosmetology. 

Facials are also recom¬ 
mended as long as you start 
having them regularly a few 
months before the wedding. 
Trying one a few days before¬ 
hand is a mistake, as it could 
lead to a blotchy face. 

Getting your hair in shape is 
also important. 

According to the experts you 
should wash your hair when¬ 
ever you feel you have to, usu¬ 
ally every few days, and make 
sure it has a deep condition 
about once a month. This is 
where the product is combed 
through and left on for at least 
ten minutes. 

Massaging your scalp with 
shampoo while washing will 
stimulate the blood flow and 
encourage the growth of 
healthy hair. And when dry, 
brushing will again stimulate 
the scalp and also get rid of any 
dead hair. 

Advice from Vidal Sassoon 
says you should work out well 
in advance the way you want 
your hair to look. If you want to 
have it cut, make sure it's done 
about a week before the big 
day. This will make sure your 
style keeps its shape, but also 
has time to settle. 

Your feet and hands should¬ 
n't be forgotten either. Beauti¬ 


cians suggest a manicure and 
pedicure at a beauty salon 
every few weeks before the 
wedding, which normally in¬ 
cludes a foot massage to stim¬ 
ulate the skin. 

"At home, you should mois¬ 
turise your hands daily and 
soak your feet in warm water 
for about ten minutes, twice a 
week," says beauty therapist Re¬ 
becca Hale. 

"This basically leaves your 
feet feeling very refreshed, par¬ 
ticularly if you use some essen¬ 
tial oils, such as peppermint. 

"When it comes to nails, it's 
important to file them two or 
three times a week and maybe 
push the cuticles back while 
you're in the bath." 

When it comes to choosing 
your make-up for the wedding, 
caution is advised. The tempta¬ 
tion might be to let a beauti¬ 
cian pile on a lot of expensive 
make-up which may be totally 
inappropriate, especially for 
today's more natural look. 

It's also important to know 
your skin colour. This might 
seem obvious, but you should 
check whether your skin is yel¬ 
low or pink toned. Make sure 
your foundation matches your 
skin tone exactly, and check it 
in daylight. 

If you are going to be apply¬ 
ing your own make-up, beauty 
guru and professional make-up 
artist John Gustafson, from 
BBC's Looking Good Pro¬ 
gramme, has some sound ad¬ 
vice: "Strong, intense shades for 
lips will be set off by neutral 
tones on eyes and cheeks. 

"Play down eye colours to 
emphasise your lips. Choose a 
base eye shade that matches 
your skin tone and apply all 
over the eyelid." 

He warns against using eye¬ 
liner on the top eyelid - it will 
look dated. And John suggests 
adding texture to eyes by ap¬ 
plying a metallic lustre to the 
eyelid over a base shade. 

Lips are also important on the 
day itself because of all that 
smiling, eating and kissing you 
are likely to be doing. 

In order to make your lipstick 
last longer, apply a layer of 
foundation and powder to your 
lips before you put your lipstick 
on. This will give the lipstick 
something to grip to. 

If you are having a separate 
evening function, it may be 
worth reapplying make-up, but 
don't apply more foundation 
over old foundation. It will look 
like rice pudding. 

Remove foundation from 
areas of your face that have 
seen the most wear and tear. 
Reapply lipstick and lip gloss. 

Finally, don't go to bed in 
your warpaint. If you don't 
clean if off at night you'll end 
up with stained pillow cases 
and a bad case of spots, which 
could well be a blemish on your 
honeymoon as well.

THIS year’s theme for the annual Rotary Young Pho¬ 
tographer Competition was the Olympic Games. But 
despite the sailing events being close by at Weymouth 
and Portland, there was not one entry on the subject.

tion of events which included gymnastics and urban 
obstacle coursing (jumping from building to building). 

Lottie James’ selection of gymnastics was highly 
commended. 


Both Intermediate entries concentrated on horses 
and eventing, and although the result was close, Peter 
and I felt Charlotte Dodson’s entry scored better on 
technical merit and content and composition than 
Nadia Hadj-Aissa’s effort.

TOP comedian Mark Watson performed a fantastic sell 
out show to a brilliantly receptive audience on Satur¬ 
day (January 21 st) night at Bridport's Arts Centre. 

The Bristol born comedian headed to Bridport as 
part of his 'Request Stops' tour - a tour which in¬ 
volved visiting all the most fan-requested venues 
across the country. 

The evening was great fun, and a particularly 
unique experience; Watson had plenty of interaction 
with the audience without getting offensive as many 
comedians feel the need to do. An early highlight 
was when the star noticed the relaxed atmosphere 
of the Arts Centre - a couple sat in the front row with 
a bottle of wine! 

Much of the set was seemingly a stream of con¬ 
sciousness, which gave the impression of a gen¬ 
uinely intelligent, observant and amusing comedian 
really enjoying what he was doing, and where he 
was doing it (Watson commented on the brilliant 
acoustics of the Arts Centre and the intimate nature 
of the show).

Five star cars, three star roads, one star drivers 


THE 1AM is renewing its call on 
the government to make driving 
on rural A-roads a mandatory 
part of the driving test. 

1AM research shows that 82 per 
cent of rural fatal and serious ca¬ 
sualties are on single carriage¬ 
way roads compared with just 
18 per cent on motorways and 
dual carriageway roads. 

However the current driving 
test fails to take this into ac¬ 
count. While good instructors 
understand that experience on a 
wide variety of roads in different 
conditions gives young people 
the best chance of survival, all 
too many merely educate up to 
the existing test standard. 
Knowledge of parking, emer¬ 
gency stops and low speed ma¬ 
noeuvres is important but 
dealing with high speed corners, 


bad weather, and overtaking are 
far more vital skills. 

The recent report from the 1AM 
The fast and the curious*1, 
found that new drivers them¬ 
selves felt unprepared for real 
life scenarios and would wel¬ 
come extra help. 

The 1AM has written to the 
road safety minister to outline its 
views on how it believes the 
government should tackle 
deaths and accidents of the 
highest risk group on our roads, 
young drivers. This starts with 
improving the driving test to in¬ 
clude training on our most dan¬ 
gerous roads 

single-carriageway rural A-roads. 

I AM chief executive Simon Best 
said: "More than half the cars on 
our roads are rated as four or the 
maximum five star in European 


safety tests, and the figure is 
even higher for new cars. Our 
roads are also getting safer in 
their design*2. 

"But the roads where drivers, 
especially young drivers, are 
most frequently killed and in¬ 
jured are still not consistently 
part of the driving test. The min¬ 
ister recently announced young 
drivers would be allowed to use 
motorways when accompanied 
by an instructor, but it is single 
carriageway A-roads where the 
real problem lies. 

"Driver and rider error is a con¬ 
tributory factor in two thirds of 
accidents*3. We can only im¬ 
prove our cars and roads so far. 
The challenge now is to improve 
the humans that drive them, to 
continue our outstanding record 
of road safety."

Depleted Weymouth dig out win 


OF the eight clubs in my patch no less than seven had away 
games on Saturday last. 

The exception was Dorchester so I took myself off there to 
watch them play bottom of the table Blandford. 

DORCHESTER 86 BLANDFORD 3 

THERE was a stiff wind blowing down the ground at Dorch¬ 
ester, and the visitors chose to have it at their backs initially. 

The home side enjoyed the lion's share of possession in the 
first few minutes. They took the lead when, having run a spec¬ 
ulative kick back, they recycled on halfway, centre Lee Harvey 
dummied and broke. 

The offload came to James Baker on the twenty five. He still 
had work to do, but did it and scored close to the posts.
